Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e)the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Meyer et al. 

1 . [Claim 1]: Regarding Claim 1 , Meyers discloses establishing a service provider 
website accessible via a communications network (i.e., Internet based offerings). See 
p.2, [0019]. Meyers discloses providing a database (i.e., end user records database) 
for storing information related to continuing education activities performed by a 
subscriber. See p.2, [0026]. Meyers discloses forwarding the information to at least 
one entity (e.g., wireless PDA) upon receiving authorization to do so from the 
subscriber. See p.2, [0026]. 

2. [Claims 2-6]. Regarding Claims 2-6, Meyers disclose wherein the information 
concerns continuing medical education, continuing nursing education, continuing legal 
education, continuing engineering education, and continuing military education. See 
p.4, Claim 2.
